That tho erect on of the new For- 
est Products Laboratories Building; 
will be instrumenlal in the develop- 
ment of many new ideas conducive to 
the Improvement of the industry. is 
the opinion confidently expressed by 
Ed-ward Beck, Secretary of the Can- 
adian Fulp and Taper Association The 
corner stone of the building is being 
laid th's morning by non. J. A. Robb, 
M.F., thus bringing the new building 
for the first time into public view. 
The old buildng wh ch has been torn 
down, was a familiar landmark, and 
the modern one with up-to-date equip- 
ment will prov dc ample facilities for 
research work 

The new building is being erected 
from the proceeds of an issue of bonds 
taken up by tho members of the Can- 
nd an Pulp and Paper Association- It 
is announced that the total cost of the 
building. Including equipment, w'll 
most likely exceed the quarter million 
mark. The bond issue will, in addition 
prov dc for an endowment of $100.000 
to McGill University to provide in part 
for tlie building's upkeep and main- 
tenance. The building will eventually 
become the property of McGill Uni- 
versity. 

Many problems >n the ~"'.p and pip- 
er industry which are at present out- 
standing will be treated w'th the fac- 
ilities which w 11 be provided by the 
new building and Us equipment. Re- 
search will bo. carried on under the 
direction of the department of In- 
dustr'al and Cellulose Chemistry at 
McGill, and the Paper and Pirp Div- 
ision of the Forest Products Labora- 
tories. The Chair of the Department 
of Industrial and Cellulose Chemistry 
at McGill was established two years 
ago by the beneficence of the iatc Mrs 
E. 13. Eddy, of Hull, Que. The pres- 
ent occupant of the Chair is Prof.

Harold HIbbert, D.S&, Ph.D. It <s 
hop<-d that in this way a great many 
of the prob ems which present them- 
selves to those engaged in the pulp 
and paper industry w II be able to be 
studied with success. 

Many of the problems deal with re- 
duction in cost, the pr ncipal method 
of reducing the expenditure be'ng the 
dscovery of uses for by-products 
which are now go ng to waste. In 
sulphite liquor, for examp'e, for which 
there is at present no use, there are 
possib lit es of many by-products. It 
Is stated that the recovery of su'phur 
alone would be worth two millions a 
year to the industry, Utilisation of 
woods wiiich are at present regarded 
as use'ess for the pulp industry, such 
as jack and lodge pole pine, would 
mean a tremendous increase In the 
natural resources of the industry, and 
yet ,t presents merely a chemical pro- 
blem which may be solved in the near 
future, "nee suitab'o facilites are pro- 
vided.

Memorial Room for C. H. 
Gould Suggested in Next 
Library Extension 

The McGill library had ft successful 
year, according to tho annual report 
submitted to tho Corporation by the 
secretary, G. R. Lomcr, at a meeting 
held yesterday. Fifteen students reg- 
istered for the Summer Library 
Course, all of whom completed the 
course. It is planned to hold the 
school again next summer. 

Professor G. W. Latham, Dr. W. G. 
M. Byers, Miss Ethel Hurlbatt, and 
Dr. Francis McLcllan were re-elected 
as members for a term of three years. 
Professor G. S. Whitby replaces Dr. 
R. F. Ruttan, representing the fa- 
culty of Graduate Studies and Re- 
search, and Dr. A. L. Walsh is tho now 
representative from the Faculty of 
Dentistry, replacing Dean Thornton. 
A resolution regarding the death of 
Mr. C. J. Fleet, K.C., for over thirty 
years a member of the library com- 
mittee, was Inscribed in the minutes. 

Miss Jocn M. V. Foster, M.A., was 
appointed Library Assistant at the 
Royal Victoria CoHege Library. At 
the end of the last session tho greatest 
attendance in one morning reached 108. 
During the summer, the library was 
thoroughly checked and put In order. 
The co-operation of the Undergradu- 
ate Library Committee was found to 
lie a welcome assistance in observing 
library regulations. 

During the summer 2,775 volumes 
were added to tho Gest Chinese Re- 
search Library, bringing the total up 
to 25,465, of which 270 are Ming edi- 
tions, thus making this Libray the 
richest on the continent for that pe- 
riod. During the summer, the room 
was completely furnished by the don- 
or. Mr. Shuming T. Liu resigned on 
October 24th, and is being replaced by 
Mr. W. T. Hu. 

Miss Mary Duncan Carter has been 
appointed Assistant Professor of the 
McGill University Library and Miss 
Margaret Herdman, Instructor. There 
is a registration of twenty-one atu 
dents, who come from six provinces, 
and nine of whom bold a bachelor's 
degree. 

During the summer, an exhibit was 
held of the complete contents of the 
Feather Rook, which has been taken 
apart for exhibition and for mount- 
ing. An exhibit of children's book la 
being published In connection with the 
Lilnary School and with the co-ope 
ration of the publishers from Novem- 
ber lHt until Christinas. 

The Library reading room has been 
rearranged in order to provide greatei 
facilities for the Loan Desk and for 
i he Periodical Room; the four rooms 
;n thu basement have been rearranged 
for the use of the Library School. This 
has involved storing a largo number 
"f duplicates and uncatalogued mate- 
ria] In the rear of 34 McTavlsh Street, 
.mi storing the University Publica- 
tions in Room Ci in the Arts Uulld- 
ing.

President T. .1. Qulnton opened the 
meeting by welcoming the old and new 
members. He then expressed tho Club's 
regret that the Hon. President, Dr. I. 
McL. Thompson, would no longer bo 
associated with tho Club, because of 
his having been appointed to an Im- 
portant post In the University of Cali- 
fornia. Dr. Thompson always evidenc- 
ed great interest In tho Club's activi- 
ties and will bo greatly missed.

Science Freshmen arc Fewer 
Due to Raised 
Standards 



Tho registration figures issued after 
the mooting of tho Corporation of Mc- 
Gill University yesterday show no 
startling differences when compared 
with llioso of last year. Incrcaaea 
shown In several departments arc off- 
set by corresponding decreases In 
others. The total enrollment of tho 
Univers ly this yean Is 27S6 students, 
as compared with 2772 collcg'ans In 
attendance tho year before. Tho dc- 
ercaso of six students Is ncgl'glble; 
for all practical purposes tho number 
remains tho same, 

Tho results of several changes In 
entranco requirements, etc., Is notice- 
able in somo of tho courses. The 
number of freshmen In Science, for 
Instance, has been reduced from 134 
new students last year to I ho present 
number of 73, this decrease of 53 be- 
ing due to tho fact that a year In the 
Faculty of Arts or Senior Mortlcula- 
tlon is now necessary for entrance. 
Arts freshmen have Increased in num- 
bers from 303 students last year to 
370 nt the present time. Tho total 
registration In Arts of 1073 students 
represents an Increase over last year 
of 38. The figures for the Department 
of Commerce remain the same as last 
year, name'y 212 .students. Th e num- 
ber of budding lawyers has been re- 
duced from C5 last year to «1 th's 
year, 30 of them entering their first 
year. Most ot these students are 
English spenk ng. Tho faculty of 
Medicine now consists of 470 students, 
20 less than Inst year, tho decrease 
being due to the raising of Ihe stand- 
ards for entranco three years ago, re- 
sulting in a smaller registration. 

There are only 30 students register- 
ed in Dentistry compared with 50 last 
year, the decrcaso ( n this case also 
being duo to a chango In the stand- 
ards for entrance made by the Dent- 
al Association of the Frov nco of 
Quebec. Tho entrance requirements 
for. this Faculty at McG H are two 
years of Arts. In most of the Amer- 
ican colleges ono year only Is neces- 
sary, while in several other colleges 
on y .lun'or Martlculat on Is required. 

Tho fgures for the Faculty or Music 
show an enrollment of 1SS students 
of whom 154 are women and 34 men. 
there bo ng .a slight decrcaso front 
last year's figures. This Is duo to the 
fact that the Faculty has established

Urge all Faculties to Elect Rep- 
resentatives Immediately 

The first meeting of the Annual 
Hoard was held In the Union yester- 
day afternoon. Little business was 
transacted as the faculties of Medi- 
cine, I»iw, Dentistry and Macdonald 
College sent no representations. 

Those present stated that it was the 
wish of the Hoard to publish the An- 
nual as soon as possible this year, and 
in order that an early start may be 
made. It is necessary that nil repre- 
sentatives be elected Immediately, and 
attend the next meeting of tho Board, 
on Monday afternoon at 5 o'clock. 



The coming of a "New Spiritual Re- 
naissance" was tho main topic of Dr. 
Curry's Invigorating address to S. C. A. 
students yesterday evening, that Hie 
religion of t->day is not the simp'* 
teaclilng of Christ but numerous, 
complex Interpretations by great re- 
Hglous thinkers was his contention. 
These thinkers despite their great 
learning and intel'ect have, slowly but 
surely, broken Christianity up Into 
many diverse sects, each of which 
firmly believes in the part'cularly In- 
terpretation of l'ts founder. Such men 
wcro Martin Luther, John Knox and 
Calvin. While not attach'ng In any- 
way tho Lutherlan3. Fresbyterians or 
Ca vln'sts Dr. Curry omphasized the 
need of dtstrust'ng any fixed set of 
rul"a or dogmas. "Beware of all foot- 
notes'! These but represent the opin- 
K-ns of one man. f-'orm your own opin- 
ions. If you are not qualified to do so, 
equip yourae'f. a university training 
should be a great advantage In this re- 
spect." 

Hellgion as preached by Christ Is 
Dr. Curry's Ideal, and he does not care 
how heretical his views may seem to 
any particular religious group. It is 
adherence to personal opinions and 
loyalty to sectual creed rather than 
to Christ's teachings that he attacks. 

"Tho Spiritual Renaissance" wilt 
come from groups of Impartial think- 
ers, young people, unbiased by tradi- 
tion, educated people, such as were 
then sitting In front of him. When the 
doctor spoke of this rellgl-jus revtvttl 
his voice assumed a new tone, his 
eyes glistened with a new light, as ,1 
man gazing at a great ideal, and his 
enthusiasm flowed through his audi- 
ence, who regarded him with some- 
thing more than the thoughtful silence 
maintained durins the great part of 
his lecture. 

To show how greatly we had deviat- 
ed from the gospel of Christ Dr. Curry 
referred Ills listeners to the Sermon on 
the Mount a? related by St. Matthew. 
Christ's conception of those who were 
"blessed" or rather, fortunate Is In 
direct opposition to modern theories. 
Christ's ideals were leased upon spirit- 
ual and not physical attributes. "Bless- 
ed are they that mourn," said he. That 
is they who sigh for the endless con- 
fus-ion and stupidity of life. "Blessed 
are they who have wealth" say modern 
philosophers. However these things 
have always been, and It was the In- 
ability of the Jews to grasp a spiritual 
codo of ethics that led to His death. 

As Christ realized the omnlpatence 
of the spirit so did he realize tho do- 
mination of mind over matter. Alt phy- 
sical nctlons must have their roots In 
some mental activity. For instance I 
one wou'd stop murder or ndultarj 
one should not attempt to do so by re- 
striction, but by conquering anger or 
desire when they arose In the mind. 
This Is hut one of Christ's essential 
teachings which wc neglect to practice 
today,

K. H. Butler Spoke on '4rJ^fe>- 

gen Persolphide

Mr. Butler then com- 
pared the various properties of H-S

■Ubstsncea At the conclusion of tola 
• peech. various qiuvitlons were asked 
him. concerning difficult or obscure 
points 1'» his experiments, most of 
which he answered satlsfoeKrliy. The

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RHODES SCHOLARSHIP 

THERE are thousands of scholarships awarded by benevolent gentlemen 
and progressive educational hoards, In every known quarter of the globe, 
every year. One series of scholarships stands pre-imlnent, however, is 
known by almost everybody, and is taken as a standard by which other 
scholarships arc set — the scries of Rhodes scholarships, 

The Rhodes scholarships were founded by an Englishman who had two 
great dreams. One of these— the Cape to Cairo all-Brltush railway— has yet 
to be realircd. The other has earned for him immortality. 

There are rules concerning the Rhodes scholarship. These rules arc fol- 
lowed religiously or loosely according to the selection board. Rhodes in- 
tended that the best men — the men who were likely to do the best work for 
their country and the world in the future— were to be selected. With this in 
view he took into account personality, popularity and power as well as purs 
scholarship and moulded his rules accordingly. But all selection committees 
know just the sort of tv.*n Rhodes wished to confer his scholarships on. 

Students from the far corners of the world seek the cloisters of Oxford, 
taking advantage o: Rhodes' beneficence. They go hack to where they came 
from, brondening !n outlook, enrlchc'd by knowledje, and admirably fitted for 
world-buildir.c. 

Cambridge feels a bit jealous h»eause Oxford secures so many of the 
world's hest scholars.' It wouldn't matter if these students kept to seeking 
the cloisters of Oxford, but they also seek the athlnic fields and the rowing 
equipment. Many a time Rhodes scholars have won athletic victories for 
Oxford agair.s: Cambridge. 

But be they noted athletes or merely well-conditioned, scholastic pro- 
digies or merely hard-working competent heads, they all have the •'stuff in 
them which stamps them as potential leaders of men. May the high standard 
of the Rhodes scholarship ever be maintained!

A LL this good fun and sportive raillery may be dubbed initiation, but it is 
not worthy of the term. Judging by old reports, freshmen were "pro- 
perly" initiated in the cayE gone by when sophomores invented nerve-wrack- 
inp tortures which injured many young fellows for life, and even retulted In 
death now and then. It is difficult to realize that people of fifty to a hund- 
red years ago countenanced such brutality. 

The real initiation is carried on during examination time. The after- 
effects are very rarely beneficial, and sometimes very hurtful. 

This is really an initiation Into a new form of study, and a new respon- 
sibility. Jt m<iy seem brutal too. No quarter is shown at examination time. 
..A etuoenfe peper Is often marked mechanically, and the result alone deter- 
mines his standing or lack of standing. 

The method is no: so brutal, ■hough, when one looks into It. Like pre- 
sent-day initiation, '.: holds no terror for the student who is willing to co- 
operate end stick by the rules. Those who make light of their responsibility 
are Initiated, usually very drastically.

Certainly, I he re are few who 
have seriously considered the mnllor, 
who would nuiku such an assertion. 1 
consider Hint Tennyson's dream of "the 
nations' airy navies" came only too 
true In tho lnte War, and may do r,o 
again. 

Tho fact Mint few airways are pay- 
ing their own way is not astonishing, 
when we consider that aviation Is now, 
as tho railway was sixty years ago, In 
Its Infancy, and that other means of 
transportation are so highly develop, 
ed. Tho opportunities for aerial de- 
velopment may bo reduced to two in 
number. Tho first Is mall service, 
which already Is well organized on a 
paying basis. The second Is In the ense 
where a Journey by the ordinary means 
of transportation would take more 
than a slnglo night, ns In the case of 
the Ijondon— Paris route. Long dis- 
tance travel Is at present commercial- 
ly Infcaslblc by aoroplanc but the di- 
rigible airship, heltitn filled Is Ideal for 
the purpose. Two airships of five mil- 
lion cubic feet capacity, of steel and 
duralumin construction, will be placed 
In operation nest year on Emplro 
routes. 

As an example of a country that hns 
faith in air development, I may cite 
the case of Germany, which since the 
War has made great strides In com- 
mercial aviation. Aeroplane fares be- 
tween the principal German cities are 
the samo ns first class rullway fares. 

To clear tho ground thoroughly may 
I slate my contention briefly. It Is 
IIiih: that aerial transport has come *.o 
slay, that It has a great future ahead 
of It, and that Its function Is not lo 
supplant but to supplement existing 
mennii of transportation. In closing 1 
would Ilka to state that of a. H., In 
his original nrtlclo had expressed tho 
same vfows ns In his letter. I would 
havo hnd llllia objection to offer. If 
tilt gentleman hns not, ns he hoped, 
enlightened me. ho has nl least, not 
wearied,

Association 
with seniors or other higher classmen 
a r ford.s what, In many cases, is great- 
ly needed— an opportunity for close 
Introspection. One soon realizes the 
necessity of seeing himself as others 
see him. If ho is slow in availing 
himself of the opportunity, tho mir- 
ror Is generously held up for him. 

Hut while all these arguments are 
attractively presented In the briefs 
of thoso who defend all college secret 
societies, so called, they need not be 
accepted as conclusice.
